Subject: Scheme for exports under OGL 3 of Garments and 
Knitwear made from cotton, wool and man-made 
fibres to U.S.A., EEC Member States, Sweden, Nor¬ 
way, Finland and Austria from 1-1-1980 to 31-12-1980 

F. No. 2/26/78-ESI_This scheme j elates to the export 

of certain readymade garments and knitwear items of (i) Cot¬ 
ton, Wool and manmade fibres to USA, EEC countries 
(Federal Republic of Germany, France, Italy, Benelux, the 
United Kingdom, Irish Republic and Denmark), Sweden and 
Norway ; (£) Cotton and man-made fibres to Finland; and 
(iii) Cotton to Austria for the period 1-1-1980 to 31-12-1980. 

2, The list of categories of textile products covered under 
the scheme are available with the Apparels Export Promotion 
Council and the Wool and Woollens Export Promotion Coun¬ 
cil. Unless otherwise directed, the Apparels Export Promotion 
Council, New Delhi (AEPC) will allocate quotas and do 
necessary certification for all garments and knitwear excluding 
woollen knitwear and quota allocation for woollen knitwear 
will be done by the Wool and woollens Export Promotion 
Council New Delhi (W&WEPC). However, in respect of 
woollen knitwears, necessary certification as outlined in the 
following paragraphs will be done by the Cotton Textile# 
hxpoii Promotion Council, Bombay (TEXPROCIL), The 
Government receives the right to made changes as considered 
appiopriate with regard to the agencies for quota alloca¬ 
tion and cei tification and with regard to transfer of any part 
of (he work to any other agency. 

3, For the purpose of quota allocation, the quota year 

will be divided into three periods, viz., (i) January to April 
(ii) May to August and (iii) September to December, 50J 
per cent of the annual quota will be allocated for the first v 

period from January to April, 35 per cent will be allocated 

for the second period from May to August and 15 per cent 
for the last period, viz., September to December. The above 
percentages may be re-adjustcd from time to time by the 
Government depending upon the demand trend. 

4. 40 per cent of the quota will be allocated on the basin 

af past performance, 30 per cent on first-come, first-served 

(FCFS) from contracts and 30 per cent on FCFS readygoods. 
Under each of the systems, viz. FCFS readygoods, 
FCFS firm contracts as well for past performance, 
20 per cent of the quota wilt be allocated for higher value 
items with a view to encouraging exports of high unit value 
items and thereby increasing our realisation. The percentages 
can be changed depending upon the trend of utilisation by 
the Government. In case the portion for higher price allocation 
gets exhausted first, the goods with higher price will naturally 
have the eligibility in the other portion alongwith the other 
goods For this purpose there will be two sets of floor prices— 
one relating to higher value items covered by 20 per cent 
allocation and the other basic our price for items covered 
by the remaining 80 per cent of the allocation. These two 
sets of floor prices will be determined by the Textile Com¬ 
missioner in consultation with the AEPC/Handloom Export 
Promotion Council, the basic floor price being determined 
keeping in view previous years floor price and average reali¬ 
sation in the previous year. The higher floor price would be 
50 per cent above the basic floor price. 

5. In the case of past performance, the quota will be deter¬ 
mined for each country-category combination on the basis of 
average exports for the last three years. For 1980, the three- 
year period will be 1976, 1977 and 1978. If any applicant 
so wishes, he could include, for purposes of computing, the 
exports during the first six months of 1979, treating such 
exports as the whole years exports for this purpose. In their 
cases, the exports for 1976, 1977 and 1978 alongwith export 
for the fim half of the year would be taken together and 
divided by four. The annual entitlement of any exporter for 
past performance will be determined on the basis of his 
average exports as indicated above, and the quota available 


for past performance will be distributed among the exporters, 
pro-rata* 1.©., in the ratio of the past performance* The work 
for determining the quota level according to the past perfor¬ 
mance will be done by CCl&E’s organisation and communica¬ 
ted to appropriate authorities for the purpose of implementa¬ 
tion. In case of any subsequent change in the entitlement of 
an individual exporter, the entire exercise of pro-rata calcula¬ 
tion need not be re-opened but suitable adjustment would be 
made in the entitlement of the exporter concerned. 

6. The quota allocation for cotton garments and knitwear 
will be made on LC terms. In case of FCFS contracts and 
readygoods, LC should be submitted alongwith applications. 
In case of past performance allocation, entire LC for a period 
should be submitted by the last date of the previous month. 
Thus, for the three periods in which the quota year has been 
divided, LC for the entire quantity should be submitted by 
the end of December, April and August respectively. LC should 
bo operative, valid and Irrevocable. There will be no such 
compulsory LC requirement for woollen items and those of 
man-made fibres. Shipment against allocation on FCFS ready¬ 
goods will have to be effected within 10 days from the data 
of quota endorsement 

7. In the FCFS firm conti act allocation, or in case of FCFS 
readygoods, a choice among offers may have to be made on 
the terminal date and, for this purpose, selection will be made 
on the basis of unit price. The higher unit price will be the 
criterion in such an eventuality. 

8. For knitwear, there will be reservation of 10 per cent 
of the quota in that category. For children’s garment, reserva¬ 
tion on the terminal date will be 10 per cent. Floor price# 
for children’s garments would be around 75 per cent ol the 
basic floor price in that category, and this vvill be finally 
determined by the Textile Commissioner. All the above per¬ 
centages can be modified depending upon the demand trend 
and the requirements of the situation, 

9. Wherever the quotas for cotton, woollen and man-made 
fibres arc combined, the reservation for woollen and synthetic 
will be done in terms of specific quantities. The actual quan¬ 
tities woutd be determined by the Tcxtilo Commissioner, after 
ascertaining the need from the respective Councils and after 
keeping in mind the pattern for the last year and future pros¬ 
pects. Depending upon the demand trend, the above quantities 
fixed may have to be modified, if required. 

10. In cases, where handloom and millmadc items are club¬ 
bed together for allocation, the ratio of handloom to others 
in case of USA will be 2 : 1 whereas it will be 1:1 lor 
other areas. These ratios may be amended depending upon 
the demand trend. 

11. Performance bond for a value of 10 per cent of the 
FOB value of quota allotment will have to be submitted by 
the applicant alongwith the application for quota allotment on 
FCFS firm contract basis. In case of quota allocation on 
FCFS readygoods basis earnest money at the rate of 10 pei 
cent of the FOB value will have to be deposited by the appli¬ 
cant at the time of quota endorsement. If the utilisation within 
the validity period of quota allotment/quota endorsement is 
not less than 90 per cent, full amount of earnest mon^ 
deposit/performance bond will be refundable on production 
of evidence of exports. If the utilisation of quota allocation 
is less than 90 per cent, the full amount of the performance 
bond/deposit will be liable to be forfeited, except in con.'jtions 
of force majeure. Further, except in conditions of force maje- 
ure if the surrender of quota is in excess of 25 per cent of 
allotment, Government may consider debarment of such 
shippeis from quota allotment- 

12. Guarantee in case of past performance should be In the 
form of bank guarantee for 10 per cent of FOB value cal¬ 
culated on the basis of floor price as at that time the contract 
price would not be available. For past performance allocation, 
guarantees for first period (January—April) should come by 
the end of October. For the other two periods, this should 
come by the end of January and May respectively. 

If within a month of the announcement of the annual quota 
against past performance allocation some portion of it is 
voluntarily surrendred, no penal provision would be applied 
in respect of the part so surrendered. Depending upon the 
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need, this provision for allocation may be amended. 

For the last quarter, viz., September—December, shipment 
should be completed by ]5th November so that there is enough 
time to allot the unutilised balance to other eligible parties, 

13. For Corporations under the control of State Governments 
and Central Government there may be special allocation not 
exceeding 2 per cent of the annual level. Guarantees and other 
penal provisions would be applicable in the same manner to 
the State Corporations as in case of other private parties. The 
above percentage, etc., could be reviewed and modified depend¬ 
ing upon situation by the Government. 

14. In line with the practice followed in the second halt 
of 1979, the provisions regarding bank guarantee and deposits 
would be dispensed with in case of slow-moving items special¬ 
ly identified for this purpose by the Government in consulta¬ 
tion with the Textile Commissioner. For the identified slow- 
moving items, a nominal deposit as prescribed by the Textile 
Commissioner would Only be required. Besides, any body who 
come for allocation either on FCFS ready goods basis or on 
FCFS Arm contract basis, will get the allocation subject to 
availability. The Government will separately inform all con¬ 
cerned after the identification of such slow-moving items on 
the basis of past export figures and possible expectations in 
the current year, 

15. In case of manufacturer-exporters, an additional quota 
to the extent of 20 per cent over and above their past per¬ 
formance entitlement would be allotted in keeping with tho 
policy of providing maximum encouragement for this pur¬ 
pose ; 

16. Unless specified to the contrary, the Textile Commis¬ 
sioner, Bombay, will continue to have day-to-day supervision 
over the matters relating to quota allocation. A Coordination 
Committee, with the Textile Commissioner as Chairman, and 
representatives of various Councils concerned will review the 
situation at feast once a month. In case of difference of opi¬ 
nion, the matter will be decided by th© Textile Commissioner. 

17. Government reserves the right to make amendment in 
any of the provisions of these quota distribution guidelines 
without giving prior information. 

18. Shipment will be allowed by the Customs authorities 
at the ports of shipment on the basis of quota endorsement 
on the original and duplicate of the shipping bills for indi¬ 
vidual consignments issued by the Export Promotion Council 
or any other appropriate body designated for this purpose. 
In respect of USA, however, before allowing shipments, the 
Customs authorities would also verify the visa endorsement 
on the special customs invoice No. 5515 issued by the Ex¬ 
port Promotion Council concerned or any authorised body 
prescribed for this purpose, including their representatives. 
In respect of exports to EEC Member States, along with the 
quota endorsement, the Fxport Promotion Council concern¬ 
ed or, any other body, duly authorised in this behalf will 
issue export certificate and certificate of origin for categories 
having individual category limits, and certificate of origin in 
respect of other categories not having individual category 
limits for forwarding these certificates to importers for ob¬ 
taining clearance at the destination, 

19. In so for as ^xports to USA and EEC of handloom 
fabrics, made-up articles made from handloom fabrics and 
woven garments made from handloom fabrics falling under 


categories other than categories 7, 8, 26 and 27 in respect 
of EEC are concerned, shipments will be permitted by the 
Customs on the basis of the certification by *the Textile Com¬ 
mittee without the requirements of quota endorsement by 
the Export Promotion Council or other authorised bodies 
concerned. In case of handloom garments falling under cate¬ 
gories 336, 340, 341, 347 and 348 for exports to USA, certi¬ 
fication by the Textiles Committee will be issued on the 
basis of the quota allotment by the Apparels Export Pro¬ 
motion Council or any other authorised body designated for 
this purpose. 

20. In respect of India Items’ which are typically Indian 
traditional folklore textile products, shipments will be per¬ 
mitted by the Customs for exports to USA and EEC on 
the basis of appropriate certificates issued by the All India 
Handicrafts Board or the Textiles Committee. For itema 
specified as ‘India Items* no quota endorsement by the Ex¬ 
port Promotion Council concerned or by any other duly 
authorised body will be required, for endorsement of th* 
shipping bills by the Customs authorities. 

21. Whenever the consignment is ready for shipment, tho 
exporter shall submit the necessary shipping documents (in* 
eluding shipping bills in duplicate) and piororma application 
in duplicate covering the details of goods under shipment to 
the Export Promotion Council designated for this purpose 
or tn its up-country port representatives along with quota 
certificate, for obtaining quota endorsement and for issuing 
the necessary export certificate. Thereafter the documents 
shall be yubmitted to the Customs for completion of the 
shipping bills and other formalities. In the case of ready¬ 
made garments the shipping documents including shipping 
biTs will also be submitted to the Export Promotion Council 
designated for thie purpose or its upcountry port representa¬ 
tives for quota endorsement before the shipping bills are 
noted by the Customs at the port of shipment. In all these 
cases the shippers will he required to inform the Export Pro¬ 
motion Council concerned or ita upcountry port representa¬ 
tives from whom the quota endorsement is obtained, the num¬ 
ber and the date of shipping bills after the same are collected 
from the Customs, 

22. The Export certificate is meant for the buyer and 
hence the same after obtaining from the Council has to be 
forwaidcd by the shipper to his buyer along with other r*- 
lative document*. 

23. Export will be allowed from any port In India.
